PREFACE. 


I  he  following  points  may  be  of  interest  to 
Subscribers  : — 

L. — Instituted  in  1774  for  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
iclief  of  the  sick  poor. 

2.  — Under  Royal  Patronage  almost  from  its  foundation. 
In  1839  the  Secretary  wrote  to  Queen  Victoria  for 
assistance  in  repairing  the  premises  and  Her  Majesty 
responded  with  a  generous  donation  of  .£50.  Her 
Majesty  was  also  instrumental  in  obtaining  the 
patronage  of  H.M.  the  King  of  the  French  (Louis 
Philippe )  in  1844. 

3.  — The  oldest  Dispensary  save  one  in  the  metropolis. 

4.  — Unendowed  and  entirely  dependent  upon  voluntary 
contributions. 

5.  — Unrestricted  as  to  the  locality  whence  the  patients 
are  admitted. 

6.  — The  parent  institution  of  the  St.  George’s,  and  St. 
James's  Dispensary,  which  was  an  offshoot  of  the 
Westminster  General  Dispensary  in  1845,  returning  to 
the  fold  on  January  1st,  1907. 

7.  — Representing  the  Out-patient  department  of  the 
Hospitals,  it  also  affords,  especially  to  the  aged  and 
infirm,  and  to  women  and  their  little  children,  the 
inestimable  advantage  of  the  home  visits  of  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer. 

8.  — Supported  by  the  Corporation  of  London,  several 
of  the  City  Liveried  Companies,  the  Hospital  Sunday 
Fund,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  and  “Alexandra 
Day”  Fund. 

Tt  is  said  that  the  premises  of  the  Dispensary  were 
originally  known  as  the  “Turk’s  Head,”  much 
frequented  bv  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  during  the  last  ten 
years  of  his  life ;  and  his  chair  is  still  used  by  the 
Chairman  of  this  Institution.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  GOVERNORS  &  SUBSCRIBERS 


One  Hundred  and  Seventieth  Annual  Report 


The  Committee  of  Management  record  with 
regret  the  decease  of  His  Grace  the  Duke  of 
Portland,  ICC.,  who  became  President  of  the 
Institution  in  the  year  1899.  The  Board  has 
the  honour  to  announce  that  the  present  Duke 
has  very  graciously  accepted  the  office  of  Presi¬ 
dent;  and  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Northumber¬ 
land  has  become  a  Vice-President  of  the  Charity. 

The  Committee  regret  to  announce  the  death 
of  one  of  their  Members,  the  Rev.  Sir  John  R. 
O’Connell.  He  was  keenly  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  Dispensary  and  became  a  “Life  Governor” 
of  the  Institution. 


The  Committee  of  Management  begs  to  submit 
to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  their  170th 
Annual  Report. 

At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  on  the  25th 
February  last  year,  the  Chair  was  taken  by  the 
Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Westminster  (Councillor  Hubert  V.  Day^  J.P.). 

Councillor  Major  Donald  Lindsay,  M.C.,  was 
elected  Chairman  for  the  year  1948. 

The  Institution,  founded  in  1774,  is  the  second 
oldest  of  its  kind  in  the  Metropolis,  is  unendowed 
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and  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  \oluntary 
support. 

The  work  of  the  Charity  is  identical,  in  every 
way,  with  the  Out-patient  departments  of  the 
General  Hospitals,  with  one  additional  advantage 
— Patients  too  ill  to  attend  at  the  Dispensary 
personally,  are  visited  in  their  homes  by  our 
Medical  Officer. 

A  sum  of  £164  10s.  has  been  received  from 
the  sale  of  “Letters”  to  members  of  the  working- 
classes  who  adopt  this  plan  to  save  loss  of  time 
in  seeking  “Letters”  from  Subscribers.  These 
voluntary  payments  afford  an  indication  of  the 
efficiency  and  popularity  of  the  Institution. 

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  Medical  relief 
afforded  by  this  Charity  to  the  sick  poor,  the 
necessity  for  Additional  Annual  Subscriptions  is 

still  very  great:  but  the  Committee  are  glad  to 
record  the  fact  that,  during  the  past  year,  the 
Secretary  has  been  instrumental  in  adding  to 
the  Subscription  and  Donation  lists  a  number 
of  names  which  have  not  hitherto  appeared 
therein. 

To  these,  and  to  all  the  old  Subscribers,  the 
Committee  beg  to  offer  their  grateful  and  warm¬ 
est  thanks,  and  earnestly  trust  that  they  will 
bring  to  the  notice  of  their  friends,  and  those 
charitably  disposed,  the  constant  pecuniary  needs 
of  this  old-established  and  useful  Charity. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  sum 
of  £15  from  the  Mavor  of  the  City  of  Westminster 
(His  Worship  Councillor  H.  V.  Day),  being  a 
Grant  from  the  Mayor’s  Fund  for  the  Poor  ;  and 
special  donations  from  St.  Mary-le-Strand 
Charity,  £50;  Bernhard  Baron  Charity  Trust 
Fund,  £10;  The  Civil  Trustees,  Hyde  Park 
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Estate  Charity,  £7  10s;  Hospital  Sunday  Fund, 
£25:  Alexandra  Day  Fund,  £15;  and  the  Sunday 
Cinema  Charity  Fund,  ,£369  10s.  2d. 

The  Board  of  Management  desire  to  express 
their  deep  appreciation  of  the  valued  services 
which  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff 
so  ungrudgingly  render  the  Charity;  and  to  their 
Dental  Surgeon,  Mr.  Howard  Clarke,  who  has 
been  closely  associated  with  the  Dispensary  for 
the  last  twenty-five  years 

They  have  to  report  the  resignation,  in  May 
last,  of  their  House  Surgeon,  Mr.  T.  I.  Hughes, 
to  whom  their  best  thanks  are  due  for  the  inter¬ 
est  which  he  had  taken  for  a  long  period  of 
years  in  the  work  of  the  Dispensary. 

Dr.  A.  McLeod  Fraser  w7as,  in  June,  appointed 
to  the  post  of  Medical  Officer. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Nurses  of  the 
Metropolitan  District  Nursing  Association  for 
faithful  service  during  the  past  year;  and  they 
feel  much  indebted  to  Miss  Lucy  Hemmick, 
M.B.E.,  for  so  ably  acting  as  House  Visitor  for 
the  duration  of  the  war. 

Subscribers’  attention  is  drawn  to  the  Deed 
of  Covenant  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  By  sign¬ 
ing  this  Deed,  promising  to  send  a  subscription 
annually  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  the  Institu¬ 
tion  can,  at  no  additional  expense  to  subscribers, 
recover  the  Income  Tax.  Some  of  our  Sub¬ 
scribers  have  entered  into  an  agreement  in  this 
way,  and  the  Committee  would  be  grateful  if 
others  would  follow  their  example.
